14 * The huge stairway at 26 has about 160 to 180 steps and eight or nine 
landings* It is well- lighted and leads to the boulevard at 27. The 
latter is divided into four sections, three for pedestrian traffic 
and one for vehicular traffic* Between the sections there are trees. 
The large tree-lined street at 29 leads into the vast square at 28. 

The International Club at 30 is on this street but it also has an 
entrance on the street at 31° The Club is a five-story building 
which is always well-lighted and decorated with huge portraits of 
Lenin, Staling and other Communist leaders.
